Detroit, Oct. 14.—More than 30,000 
old automobiles have been salvaged 
by the Ford Motor Company since 
it began the salvage work as an ex-

| vage line is now averaging 600 cars 
|}and trucks a day from Detroit and 
vicinity. 

Old cars are purchased from 
dealers who take them as part pay- 
ment on new Fords. On the sal- 
vage line everything in them is re- 
claimed to serve some useful pur- 
pose. Artificial leather is made into 
aprons, upholstery goes into hand 
pads, floor boards serve as crate 
tops, glass is used for window panes 
and metal is utilized in the making 
of steel. 

Cars of all makes find their way 
to the salvage line—a moving con- 
veyor on which the cars ride slowly 
along while workmen strip them of 
their various materials. Some of 
them are Model T Fords, some are

FTER an automobile dealer has sold a car to an owner 

the principal contact which that individual has with 

his transportation merchant is through the service depart- 
ment. A mechanism, such as the motor car, driven over all 
kinds of roads, operating under all sorts of conditions, in- 


evitably has to have a certain amount of attention to keep it 
going efficiently. To get this attention that keeps the private 


transportation system always in operation, the owner must | 


turn to the service department. 

The obvious place for the owner, to go for needed service 
is the shop of the dealer who sold him the car. The pre- 
sumption is that the dealer handling this particular line has 
a service department especially equipped and better quali- 


fied to do quick and satisfactory repairs and replacements | 


on his own car. 
departments are getting only part of the maintenance work 
that should come to them. Why is this so? 

When the service department of a dealer organization, 
starting with the advantage of being the logical place to 
which the owner should look for maintenance work, loses a 
part of this business, there must be something wrong. Our 
guess is that the old attitude of many dealers, that service is 
just a necessary nuisance, is at the bottom of the trouble. 
On the other hand, the progressive independent repairman 
knows that service will yield a profit. He goes after it in- 


telligently. He sells it instead of waiting for it to drift in, |

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ASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—That the 
retail distribution of automo- 

biles is one of the chief industries 
of representative American cities is 
plainly evident in the first returns 
of the nation-wide retail distribution 
census being conducted by _ the 


United States Bureau of the Cen-| 


sus. The number of employees and 
the amount of wages paid in this 
field rank near the top of all in- 
dustries in most instances. 

The automotive group leads in 
wages paid in one of the first four 
cities to report for the year 1929, is 
second in two cities and third in the 
other. The ranking is the same for 


the number of employees in the pay | 


of the retail automotive establish- 
ments in the four cities. These 
cities are Syracuse, N. Y.; El Paso, 
Tex.; Trenton, N. J., and Pueblo, 
Col. Each of these citles represents 
a different type, El Paso being in 
the agricultural and cattle raising 
district of the Southwest; Trenton, 
a manufacturing and railroad cen- 
ter; Pueblo, a mining and smelting 
district; Syracuse, a manufacturing 
and business center, but differing 
from Trenton in respect. 

As pointed out in a_ previous 
article in Automotive Daily News, 
the dollar volume of automotive re- 
tail sales in these four cities ranked 
first in two and second in the other 
‘two cities. Sales of the food stores 
were the only distribution figures to 
top automotive products in dollar 
volume. 

The automotive retail group was 
divided into the following divisions: 
Automobiles, new and trade-in, but 
not including used car establish- 
ments; automobile accessories, tires, 
batteries, etc.; filling stations, in- 
cluding other merchandise: other 
automotive sales establishments: 
_ repairs, parts, gasoline and 
oil. 

In Syracuse, N. Y., there are 383 
Stores in the retail automotive trade. 
divided as_ follows: Automobiles, 
new and trade-in, but not including 
used car stores, 35; accessories, tires 


and batteries, 67; filling stations, 
172; other automotive sales estab- 
lishments, 8, and repair garages, 
101. These stores employ 1,526 em- 
ployees and pay annual wages of 
$2,387,740. These totals compare 


with 1,066 food stores, with 1,292 em- 
ployees and wages of $1,866,992. 

In Pueblo, Col., there are 94 stores 
in the automotive group, with em- 
ployees amounting to 349 and wages 
for the year of $506,648. This com- 
pares with 224 food stores, with 292 
employees drawing $339,762 a year. 

El Paso, Tex., reports 187 automo- 
tive establishments in the retail 
field. with 1,031 employees drawing 
$1,361,678 a year in wages. This 
compares with 545 food stores, with 
488 employees drawing $474,899 in 
pay. 

In Trenton, N. J., the retail auto- 
motive establishments total 190, with 
754 employees drawing $1,098,374 a 
year in wages. This compares with 
938 food stores, with 1,020 employees 
drawing $1,430,509. 

The 
business on the food stores is plainly 
evident in the retail distribution fig- 
ures. The number of employees per 
unit among the food stores is very 
small cempared to the automotive 
group. 

The Bureau of the Census plans 
to make public these retail distribu- 
tion figures in groups as they be- 
come available, each group con- 
taining widely scattered representa- 
tive cities.

a way that smaller or larger pieces , 
can be machined satisfactorily with , 


the various types of tools. These 
machines are in many cases devel- 


oped to such a degree as to be capa- 


ble of producing parts in large 
quantities. Thus there is seen in 
the general purpose machine one 


which economically produces parts 
singly or in small quantities. How- 
ever. the modern general purpose 
machine is designed so rigid and 
powerful that in many cases it is 
advantageously used as a quantity 
manufacturing machine. 
of attachments supplied as acces- 


sories make it possible to perform | 


operations normally accomplished by 
another type of machine tool. 

The manufacturing or high-pro- 
duction machine might be subdivid- 
ed into ‘a’ the single purpose or 
special production machine and ‘b) 
the standardized manufacturing Ma- 
chine. 

The single-purpose or special- 
production machine is specially de- 
signed and constructed to perform 
a particular operation or series of 
operations. It generally is a sim- 
plified machine built of very heavy 
and rigid structure, but with a very 
limited number of speeds or feeds, 
and lacking the adjustments neces- 
sary to adapt it to other classes of 
work. These machines’ usually 
have highly developed automatic 
cycles of movements of work and 
tool so that the duties of the opera- 
tor are generally confined to start- 
ing and stopping the machine and 
chucking and unchucking the work. 
Since these machines are designed 
for only a single purpose, they are 
structurally more simple than the 
standard machine, and therefore 
more rigid and compact. When a 
change is made in the design of the 
part that they originally are in- 
tended to produce, this type of ma- 
chine either becomes completely 
obsolete or a complete rebuilding is 
necessary. In the development of 
these single-purpose machines two 
or more operations at one chucking 
of the work are performed by em- 
ploying a multiple number of cut- 
ting tools. Quite frequently these 
machines have such a high pro- 
ductivity that, even if they are run- 
ning only part of the working time, 


they are a good investment for the; 


user. 
The manufacturing machine might 


be considered a combination of both | 


the general-purpose and the single- 
purpose machines. It has taken 
from the former its flexibility for 
producing various work pieces and 


from the later its high-produc- 
tivity qualities. 
In the quantity-manufacturing 


machine there is provision for speed 


or feed changes as well as for any | 


other adjustment. These adjust- 
ments, however, are not so easily 
and quickly accomplished as on the 


A number | 


general-purpose machine. In _ its 
cycle of operations quite a large 
variety of movements can be ob- 


tained, so that in the change from 


one part to the other it is required 
only that the fixture or work-hold- 
ing means either be replaced or that 
some changes or adjustments be 
made to make this fixture suitable 
for the next part to be produced. 
These machines are built as single 
or multiple operating units. With a 
certain standardization of units. 
manufacturers of this class of ma- 
‘chines are quite frequently able to 
take existing standard units and to 
build combination machines with as 
many work or tool holding mem- 
| bers as might be desired. With the 
exception of very highly specialized 
production, the manufacturing ma- 
chine is more and more replacing 
'the single-purpose machine. 

While a complete change in de- 
sign of machine tools has taken 
place and their productivity has 
been increased, quite frequently a 
change in the method of producing 
certain parts has added further 
productivity. The working of a num- 
ber of tools on the same piece; the 
combining of different operations. 
such as, for example, turning and 
drilling; the reciprocating or index- 
ing cycle, where the tool is working 
on one piece while at a different 
station another piece is chucked or 
unchucked—all these factors have 
brought the machine tool to the 
high standard of productivity of to- 
day. 

In these developments the 
provements in cutting tools have 
played a very important part. To 
illustrate the advance in cutting 
capacity of machine and cutting 
tools, the following firgures might 
be of interest. They represent the 
metal removal in cubic inches per 
horse power of a spiral milling cut- 
ter in steel of approximately 55,- 
000 pounds tensile strength. In 


im- 


1907 it was considered gocd practice | 


| for a milling machine to remove ‘2% 
cubic inch of this maierial per 
horse power with a spiral milling 


cutter made of high-speed steel. 
In 1913, so-called wide-spaced 
cutters could remove 3, cubic 


‘inch of this steel per horse power. 
In 1918, these same cutters. with 
undercut or rake angle, would re- 
;}move 9-10 cubic inch of this steel 
per horse power. In 1924, with the 
incorporation of roller bearings in 
the drive of a milling machine and 
sliding gears in this drive replacing 
the old tumbler construction, 114 
cubic inches per horse power was 
removed; and in 1928, with hydraulic 
| feed mechanisms replacing the con- 
ventional gear feed-change mech- 
anism and an improved simplified 
drive to the cutter, 115 cubic inches 
(of this steel per horse power has 
been removed. 

To illustrate the growth in the 
| productivity of machine tools, there 
is given a comparison of methods 
| for splitting and straddle-milling 
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| operations on connecting rods from 
11910 to 1930.

This last operation shows another 


trend in machine tools. One oper- 
ator taking care of a multiple num- 
ber of machines, which automatic- 
ally perform a certain operation. 
The function of the operator is con- 
fined to supplying the hopper with 
parts and to supervising the proper 
functioning of machines and tools 
and to checking the work as to pre- 
determined size and finish. 

As to further developments it is 
reasonable to assume that the ma- 
chine tool of the future will be 
structurally heavier, more rigid and 
more powerful in its cutting capac- 
ity. With the trend toward higher 
cutting speeds of tools and the de- 
sire for machines to operate more 
smoothly and quietly will come a 
development to improve either the 
existing gear transmissions or a 
substitution for them of some other 
means. This development might be 
toward frictional, hydraulic or elec- 
trical mechanisms. The control of 
the machine will be further refined 
in the direction of ease and simpli- 
fication of operation.
